But with mortgage lenders 
cannily withdrawing their best 
fixed-rate deals before the rate

“Although the best fixed- 

rate deals have gone there are 

still some great mortgages 
available and there will always be 


deals out there that are significantly 
cheaper,” said Boulger. 

“Its vital home owners ensure 
they have the best rate possible, 
especially if they don’t have a fixed- 
rate deal so that if their mortgage 
goes up again they will still be able 
to make ends meet.” 

And if you already have a fixed- 
rate deal that’s coming to an end 
your repayments will soar if you 
don’t have a new deal set up to 
replace it. 

Average fixed-rate mortgages in 
2003 were just 4.22% but under the 
new rate monthly repayments could 
jump £180 or more a month - that’s 
more than £2,000 a year extra.

CHRISTMAS is just around the 
corner...and it doesn’t come cheap. 


Last year we each spent a whopping £600 on 
presents alone. 


This year we are expected to splash out over 
£1.7billion just on decorations, cards, trees and 
wrapping paper - that’s another £75 on our bills. 

And that figure doesn’t even include festive food, 
booze and party clothes. 

Internet shoppers reckon they save by going 
online, even so last year we spent £5billion on the 
web in the lead-up to the big day. 

All in all it puts a strain on our finances, especially 
since mortgages are on the up, energy prices are 
soaring and our debts are getting bigger by the 
second.

And even if you don’t see the 
difference by December 25 the 
changes you’ve put in place 
mean that by next Christmas you 
could have saved almost £4,000. 

Stuart Glendinning of comparison 
site moneysupermarket.com 
said: “A family with a typical 
financial portfolio could save 
£3,998 in a year simply by 
reviewing their existing 
finances — mortgage, credit 
card, personal loan, savings, 
home and car insurance - and 
searching for more competitive 
deals. 

“The savings can be made without 
changing your lifestyle or spending 
any less money on necessities. 

“All it costs is a little time to find the 
best deals for you and your family. And if you 
keep these changes up for a year the savings are 
enough to persuade even the most reluctant saver to 
make the effort.” 


MORTGAGE 

Most of your financial savings will be made by 
finding the best mortgage deal, especially if you’re 
still stuck on your lender’s standard variable rate. 

If you’re one of the eight million that are, you will 
see an extra £15 or so added after last week’s 
interest rate rise. 

But swap from a Bank of Scotland 6.9% SVR toa 
two-year fix with an interest rate below 5% and you 
could save around £200 a month — or £2,400 a year. 


PERSONAL LOANS 

If you’ve got a bank loan with an interest rate of 
more than 6% or 7% you need to swap right now. 
There are a handful of lenders with loans at under 

%. That means if you swap a £7,000 loan over five 
years on an interest rate of 10.9% to the Moneyback 
Bank loan of 5.6% APR you could save £16.51 a 
month in interest or £198.12 a year. 
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PLASTIC 

A £2,000 debt on a credit card at 16.9% will be cost- 
ing you lots of money. 

There are more than 50 cards offering 0% interest 
on balance transfers and despite having to pay 
moving fees you'll still be quids in. 

The GE Money Transformation card has no 
interest for the first 12 months so swap your balance 
to that and you'll save £64 after the balance transfer 
fee has been deducted. 

Once the 12 months are up you could swap again if 
you haven’t paid off the balance. 

You won’t incur any fees unless there’s another 
palanca transfer fee to pay another year down the 

ine. 

You may be tempted to use a store card at this time 
of year but don’t! 

A store card with an interest rate of 29.9% APR 
and a £2,000 balance will set you back £481 in 
interest alone each year and that’s a huge waste of 
money. 

Cut your store card up and put the 
balance on a 0% credit card — you'll 
save £481. 


SAVINGS 
Make sure you check where 
you've got your nest egg. 
If it’s languishing in a 
poorly paying account you'll 
just be throwing interest 
down the drain. 
If you swap savings of

Professor 
Robert Winston — he of the specs 
and thick moustache — investigates 
the various alternative methods 
that could bring hope to the 


childless. 
NEIL BONNER 
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BEFORE an audience of academics, in 1981, 
American professor Stanley Schachter 
unveiled his theory of ‘bubba psychology’. 

In it, he argued that the average grandmoth- 
er - called a ‘bubba’ in Yiddish - could outwit 
an economist when it came to investing money, 
because she understood more about human 
emotions. 

Not surprisingly, a lot of experts disagreed - 
even those with grandmothers.

CHILD SYNDROME (Five) - an interesting, but 
mostly unconvincing study of how your rank- 
ing in the family affects your chances in life.

were born - cast a shadow over your entire 
life?” asked the narrator -demonstrating that, 
whatever kind of grandma she’d had, she 
needed some help with her grammar. But it 
was a fair point to make. 


Isolated 

It’s obvious that the oldest and the youngest 
kids in a family receive very different upbring- 
ings, which can then affect the way they 
behave as grown-ups. 

More controversially, some think that middle 
children receive the shortest straw when it 
comes to family life - they report being left 
out, feeling isolated and unloved. Some are 
easily-led and in a bid to get noticed, turn to 
what my own bubba would describe as ‘playing 


up’ - or delinquent behaviour, if you’re a 
psychologist. 

Vaguely tempting as this idea was, it wasn’t 
clear how it applied to families of four or five, 
where there wasn’t an obvious middle. And 
rather than get into that awkward sort of 
territory, this simply ignored it. 

It proved nothing, except that you could 
argue pretty much anything about anyone, if 
you chose to. And so, most blatantly, did the 
experiment, in which two ‘experts’ tried to 
guess who, from a large group of people, had 
been the middle children. 

Their two-out-of-three success rate was 
described as ‘an incredible result’. And it was, 
because everyone’s grandma could have done 
just as well, or better.
